Roſes are increaſed by inoculating the 
buds of them in other ſtocks, or by 
laying down the branches in the carth;

muſt be done about Midſummer , are thc

from {uckers. and the buds inoculated as 
near the ground as may be, that after

cut off, may be eaſily brought to its place

For the making Roſes come earlier 
then ordinary,as ſome adviſe, by placing 
them in a declining houſe againſt the 
Sun, and watering with water inriched 
with hotteſt dung diſſolved therein , or 
ſhayings of Horn and Lime ſteeped in it, 
0! 
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or watering with warm water, to accc- 
kerate their blowing carlier than they na= 
turally do 3 I truly think tt not worth 
the while, becauſe other beautiful flowers 
would be in bcing, and diminith forne- 
what of their glory , which is the more, 
blowing in a {caſon when none others to 
vie with them. and it ſuch means as 
before expreſt uſcd, I have reaſon to ſul + 
pect the killing of Trces thereby, a de- 
{crved loſs for folldwing irrational and 
unexperimented impolitions. 

But for retarding the blowing of Ro- 
{cs, that is more acceptable , eſpecially 
when no more pains than ſheering off che 
buds. when- they new pat forth, and thety 
when others are quitting, their lovely or- 


.| naments they will be patting on theirs; 


and I ſuppoſe a ſecond theering them off; 
may cauſe them to be as much more la- 
ter,, and {o have Roſes when no other 
flowers in being z but then be ſure to 
ſerve the whole Tree o, for it you {heer 
but one part of it , the part unſheer'd 
will ſpend that ſtrength and lap that you 
expected ſhould put forth new buds in 
the places of thoſe cut off, and fo fru-

to:be ſet hve inches deep in the Earth,
